Voice of the People? 


HE COUNTRY-WIDE DEMON- 
strations and observances in the 
United States today in protest 
against continued American partici- 
pation in the Vietnam war are of an 
impressive magnitude. Never in the 
United States has an anti-war—and 
anti-government—exhibition achiev- 
ed a stature comparable with the 
mass excitement that in earlier days 
accompanied a declaration of war 
or the announcement of peace. To- 
day’s mass observance involves not 
only students and the sections of 
the population which might be ex- 
pected to take part, but alko many 
adult individuals and organizations, 
university faculties, businessmen and 
political figures. 

The day’s events will have im- 
portance for their specific objective: 
an early disengagement of United 
States forces from the Vietnam situ- 
ation. And it is difficult to believe 
that President Nixon can hold en- 
tirely to his declared determination 
not to let the organized public out- 
cry affect the government’s policy. 
But quite apart from the immediate 
fact of the demonstrations and their 
effect on United States Vietnam par- 
ticipation, is the still larger question 
of the role of this type of expression 
of public opinion. Here is an unpre- 
dictable element injected into the 
democratic process and its impact 
and eventual influence could be 
great. 


* * * 


The traditional processes of the 
democratic system involve the free 
expression of individual opinion, the 
formation of. committees or other 
bodies to give group support to such 
opinions, the holding of public meet- 
ings to place matters before the com- 
munity and its elected representa- 
tives, the presentation of. petitions, 
the sponsorship of candidates for of- 
fice who support given policies, and 
finally the right to referendums and 
elections which will make clear the 
wishes of a majority of the peonle. 

But the direct method of bring- 
ing pressure on the government by 
of street demonstrations, 
mass rallies, patriotic observances of 
many kinds, is one that has been 
growing in frequency in a number 
of countries during the past decade. 
Coming particularly to wide public 


notice in the ‘marches and other ~ 


programs in support. of Negro 
rights, the method has spread in 
the United States to embrace peace 
movements, youth movements and 
many other vehicles of protest. 
While: such demonstrations fre- 
‘quently are subverted by violence 
among those who need only an op- 
portunity. to run amok, they are in- 
creasingly being resorted to by more 
responsible citizens who see in them 
an outlet for direct and emphatic 
communication with government. A 
serious problem is thus posed, and 
it-eould be-of watershed importance. 


* * * 


No governmént can effectively 
administer the affairs of a country 
by basing its actions primarily on 
the demands of street crowds, cam- 
pus rallies and marches. But as these 
demonstrations increase in size and 
incorporate more and more of the 
responsible elements in the popula- 
tion, no government can remain 
aloof and unresponsive. The difficul- 
ty is to assess the degree to which 
the démonstrations legitimately rep- 
resent the popular will, for presum- 
ably they will usually be staged by 
only a portion of the people. 

This is the town meeting* remov- 
ed from the meeting hall and the 
control of a chairman and a modi- 
cum of parliamentary rules, and 
taken-to the public squares and 
streets where excitement, emotion 
and often an electronically amplified 
demagogue are likely to be the 
major determinants of. crowd action.

Angry, Frustrated Police, a Fearful Public 


NLY a week before Montreal's night 
of violence, October 7, Premier 
Jean-Jacques Bertrand told graduates of 
the Quebec Police Institute that they 
must “make friends 
everywhere” as 
policemen. But Mon- 
treal police, much in 
need of friends, lost 
many of those they 
already had when 
they disappeared 
from the streets and 
left the city to the 
tender mercy of the 
dark forces that Jurk 
in it#sewers. It was 
grim to see the police themselves turn 
lawless, assembling en masse to scream 
defiance, waving placards calling for the 
mayor to be hanged, booing the 
chairman of the city’s executive com- 
thittee out-of the hall, and finally turning 
on their own leadef” as a traitor when he 
told them in the end that the provincial 
government had won the first round and 
they would have to ga. back to work. 

It was grim to see the city police turn 
against their own colleagues from the 
Quebec Provincial Police, who attempted 
to_maintain some minimum of order 
while city police harassed them, hijack- 
ing their cars and then jumping on news 
photographers who photographed the 
incidents. There were moments when the 
definite possibility loomed of civil war 
betweeri the two police forces.

Bertrand Warning 


Etched on the mind here are the 
powerful words of Premier Gertrand, 
who said that when those professionals 
assigned by government to safeguard 
law and order themselves go against the 
law, ‘‘all authority must be taken away 
from them for the common good.’’ There 
is no more unforgivable fault, he said, 
than the. one now committed by the 
police before the eyes of those who scorn 
the very principles the police are 
supposed to apply. 

In this era of confrontation, he said, 
“there are limits that even confrontation 
must not go beyond _if want 
democracy to continue.” 

This was not mere oratory. When 
Premier Bertrand made his plea to the 
National Assembly in. Quebec after 
passage of the emergency legislation 
forcing police back to work, every 
member was acutely. afraid that demo- 
eracy in Quebec was under imminent 
threat. 

The situation was so desperate that 
the government, without a peep 
opposition. from politicians of any 
political stripe, did things normally 
unthinkable in sovereignty - conscious 
Quebec—like calling in federal troops to 
act, if necessary, ina city under 
exclusively provincial jurisdiction. The 
troops are, in: fact, on patrol in certain 
strategic locations such as the city hall

and the city’s main -television trans- 
mitter — likely targets of the genuine 
revolutionaries whom the government 
believes surfaced, with some amount of 
organization, during the October 7 
disturbances. 

If the police had not obeyed the 
return-to-work order of the brutally 
severe Bill 61, and there were fears for 
some moments at the Paul Sauve arena 
that night that they might not, Montreal 
would be either in total chaos or under 
total martial law today. As it is, the city 
police are under provincial jurisdiction 
and the government is in no rush to hand 
authority back to the city administration. 
It wants to know why the city let its 
relations with policemen (and firemen) 
slip to where they now are, since the 
warning signs have been out for months.

Police frustration is total. Among 
policemen’ who will talk, there is no sign 
to be found that the force will ever 
accept the $8,480 salary (for first class 
constables with three years experience) 
granted by a supposedly legally binding 
arbitration board decision. They want 
$9,200, comparable with Toronto police 
salaries, and there is no telling what will 
happen if they do not get it after 
negotiators review the issue. City 
authorities are caught on the other horn 
of the dilemma — they don’t want to 
appear to capitulate to illegal threats 
and actions.

violence and the demand for order, 
between supporters of the status quo and 
militant reformers — a situation not 
uncommon in many cities of the United 
States, where the police have themselves 
tended to become a militant power in the 
absence of a clear understanding of their 
social role under new conditions.

“A feeling of apprehension has invaded 
Montreal — conditions are such that our 
men rightly become nervous when they 
are called out to riots.’’ 

Some order must be established in the 
Montreal situation, and it must include a 
decent restoration of police self-esteem 
as well as public confidence that 
authority will declare all-out war on the 
anarchist revolutionaries. They, in the 
words of one political leader, “are 
waiting for the day when they them- 
selves, after having wrecked everything, 
will ‘have the glorious opportunity of 
inflicting upon each of us a new kind of 
police of their choice’”’ in what he called 
their ‘‘totalitarian democracy.” 


Levesque Blast 


These were the words of separatist 
Parti Quebecois leader Rene Levesque, 
and they point up the danger of equating 
revolution with political separatism. Mr. 
Levesque since the Montreal distur- 
bances-has been loudly blasting leftist 
infiltrators in his own party, and union 
leaders who promote social conflict. 
Toleration of the conditions in Montreal, 
he said, would mean anarchy and the 
dislocation of. all social organization. 

It is hard to say what is most feared 
here: a leftist totalitarianism, or a 
rightist. totalitarianism rising in reaction. 
The action of the Montreal mobs 
represents the former, the action of the 
police the latter.

Fall Gales 
Strike Nixon

E atmosphere here has turned 

distinctly sour as the Nixon admin- 
istration moves into its first autumn. 
The president finds himself in deepening 
conflict with the 
thrust” of radicalism 
as it manifests itself 
in the less-than- 
revolutionary Wash- 
ington forum. The 
administration's con- 
gressional backers 
have turned, aside 
ehallenges to its mili- 
tary procurement 
plans, but the ‘fight 
seems to have sharp- 
ened rather than dulled the challengers’ 
appetite for ‘‘anti-militarist” corfronta- 
tion. They are once again bringing their 
zeal to bear behind demands for. action 
to end the Vietnam war. 

In the background, a series of smaller- 
soale but nasty incidents mars the scene. 
Influential Senate Republicans as well as 
Democrats have lined up against Presi- 
dent ‘ Nixon's court nominee, Clement 
Haynsworth, following criticism of' his 
financial dealings and his less-than- 
liberal ‘attitude to integration and labor 
unions. There is criticism of the 
administration’s civil rights posture in 
general, following the easing of pressure 
for school integration. 

The’ air has been: further tainted by 
the Green Beret affair—the arrest, and 
subsequent: release, of special forces 
officers on charges of murdering a Viet- 
namese agent alleged to have been 
working for the Communists. 

The release — in which the president 
was involved — coincided with seamy 
revelations about racketeering in U.S. 
military bases overseas. The congress- 
ional probe into what has become known 
as the ‘“‘khaki Cosa Nostra” case has 
brought’ into question the role of top- 
ranking army officers. f

Fulbright Support 


But the redoubled outcry against the 
Vietnam war overrides all else. The arch- 
exponent of withdrawal, Senator ‘William 
Fulbright, is once again in full spate — 
under his chairmanship the influential 
Senate committee on foreign relations 
will hold hearings on the administration's 
Vietnam policy at the end of October. A 
number of influential figures announced 
support of the nation-wide anti-war 
demonstration today. The president’s 
disdain for the protest, expressed at a 
recent press conference, seems only to 
have increased support for it. 

There will thus be anything but a 
moratorium on discussions on Vietnam, 
despite the president’s request that such 
a moratorium be observed for a 60-day 
period. The most strident advocates of 
withdrawal — Sens. Fulbright, Eugene 
McCarthy and George McGovern — have 
served notice they are no longer willing 
to rely on his assurance that he is 
resolutely ‘executing a plan for with- 
drawing,-and_bringing the war to an end. 

The new upsurge of anti-war activity 
reflects the cautiousness of Mr. Nixon’s 
policy of ‘Vietnamizing the war, and of 
his preliminary troop withdrawals. The 
policy does not square with rapid and 
total disengagement, to the dismay of 
those who favor such a course. The aim 
is to prod Mr. Nixon into further 
movément and, beyond that, to prevent 
him from shifting into a new posture 
involving continued commitment at a 


lower level. 
A protracted’ struggle now seems 
likely, and its terms are becoming 


clearer. The most aggressive anti-war 
leaders’ are bending all efforts to bring 
the Paris negotiations to a head, paving 
the way for an agreement under which 
the U.S. will be able to terminate its 
commitment once and for all. ‘There is 
open pressure ‘for a squeeze on the 
Thieu-Ky regime of South Vietnam—the 
belief being that it constitutes the major 
obstacle to a settlement. It is thought 
that rapid withdrawals of large numbers 
of American troops might force South 
Vietnamese leaders into line; otherwise 
there would haye to be a direct Ameri- 
can move to oust the regime. 


Rearguard Action 


The administration has apparently not 
given up hope of an effective rearguard 
action which would ‘preserve the condi- 
tions for a more advantageous. settle- 
ment. The process of transferring ground 
combat responsibilities to the South 
Vietnamese forces might be carried 
through to the point where American 
forces remained in a support capacity 
only -—- a group of perhaps 200,000. If 
successful, this might mean a sharp 
reduction of American casualties, while 
maintaining South Vietnamese. fighting 
capacity, and thus bargaining power. 

The administration has refrained 
from plotting a- precise course, but the 
trend of thought can be inferred from 
recent statements by President Thieu 
and Vice-president Ky. In an Interview 
with U.S. News and World Report, Air- 
Marshal Ky said South Vietnamese 
forces should be in a position to replace 
all U.S. ground combat forces by the end 
of 1970, 

From the tone of their statements, it 
is obvious that Mr. Thieu and Air- 
Marshal Ky are alarmed at the renewed 
anti-war drive. The critics are embold- 
ened by opinion surveys, which show 
close to 70 percent of the American 
public now feel the U.S, made a mistake 
in entering the war. The central question 
now is: To what extent will the public 
back Mr. Nixon in resisting the drive for 
rapid disengagement? The polls show he 
has his work cut out for him. According 
ta one poll, only 35 per cent of those 
sampled approved his handling of the 
war in September. The Gallup poll figure 
was 45 per cent, increasing to 52 per 
cent after the announcement of the 
September._troop withdrawals.

You are for the government 
or for the defendants, 


This is in the nature of 
political trials. wherein the 
specific accusation is either go 
vague it defies definition or is 
a technicality that has nothing 
to do with the reasons for 
qoneing the accused into the 


At ‘Grdinary trials people 
regard the acts the defendants 
are gecused of as crimes, 
They buzz and speculate about 
guilt and imocence. The y 


innocent but 
he'll never convince the jury.” 


You don’t get that here at 
the trial of the men who are 
accused of conspiring across 
State lines to cause the riot 
Which was the 1968 Demo- 
cratic convention. 


Guilty or not guilty is 
immaterial. If you're for the 
government, you believe these 
eight men should be in jail 
and this is a way of putting 
them there, 


If you’re for.the defendants, 
you don’t believe: there should 
be @ trial. Or that maybe 
Johnson, Humphrey, 
McNamara, Westmoreland, 
and Daley ought to be the 
defendants, 


Yet for all that, the forms 
of the law court endure. The 
color co-ordinated United 
States marshals — matching 
ties, socks and handkerchiefs 
— move about in impassive, 
tough neutrality, 


The judge gets irritated 
when he picks up on the 
defence lawyers’ implying 
their clients are as good as 
convicted, and that they are 
here only to make a record 
for the appeals court. 


The forms of the law courts 
have power ‘over. ‘even 
sophisticated and radical 
spirits, Neither cynical knowl- 
edge of the world .nor bleakly 
correct social analysis can 
eradicate the last hope that 
there is justice in these 
forms, that some day the jury 
may comeinto this depress- 
ingly modern court room of 
aluminum louvers and - un- 


decorated functional appur- 
tenances, that they may come 
in and say, “dammit, no!” 


The defence feels the tug of 
this hope as much as the 
Spectators. After all; the jury 
is there and. listening. “The 
eight defendants~ haven’t 
simply been taken out and 
shot by the Green Berets or 
the CIA. There is a ‘trial, 
there is a jury, there are 
these 12 people,- sitting, ‘listen- 
ing. Every form «must ‘have 
some kind of function. 


Whenever they can, the 
eight assert their faith in the 
jury, whom they talk about as 
Surrogates for the whole 
People. Radicals must talk 
this way; whatever the radi- 
calism, its advocates always 
Say the people will vindicate 
them. 


The defendants’ faith in the 
jury is more than an ordinary 
generalization. They have 
faith in these 12 people as a 
jury, as an embodiment of an 
ancient form, 


Thus, whenever. the jury 
comes into the courtroom, the 
defendants and their lawyers 
rise in respect, The govern- 
ment prosecutors have caught 
onto this, and now they also 
get to their feet when the 
jury enters or leaves. 


Since the judge has sequest- 
ered the jury in hotel rooms, 
the defence worries that this 
extended isolation will turn 
the 12 against them. ‘They 
don't like the idea that 
perhaps for several months 
the jurors will be dependent 
upon the federal marshals for 
their food, entertainment, 
fetching their clothes from 
home, everything. The 
defence wouldn’t feel this way 
if it didn’t retain some hope 
that the trial is not totally 
rigged, 


Yet faith in the: forms of 
law is greatly strained. The 
defence and millions of its 
adherents believe the forms 
have been weakened by cor- 
ruption and mianipalation in 
service to the policies of the 
government, 


Around here you will hear 
references to the Spock trial 
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Defendant Jerry Rubin at news conference 


and the allegation that the 
justice department got the 
jury it wanted by doing a 
security check on some 5,000 
prospective jurors. 


Thus when the prosecution 
announced that the families of 
two jurors had received 
threatening letters from 
somebody signing himself 
“the Black Panthers,” there 
was suspicion. It was immedi- 
ately thought, though mis- 
takenly, that federal agents 
had sent the letters to the two 
jurors most sympathetic to 
the defence in order to get 
them bounced out of the trial 
and replaced by more satis- 
factorily docile. alternates. 


It was astonishing how 
quickly non-radical spectators 
accepted the possibility the 
government was indulging in 
the crudest-kind of jury 
fixing. A few years ago the 
same people would have 
laughed. 

Confidence in the forms of 
justice depend on a minimal 
belief in the government's 
fidelity to its own rules. That 
confidence has been injured, 

In the last ten years that 
belief hag been betrayed too 
often. Go back to the missile

It is perhaps of little significance that we 
ean restrain ourselves so completely riow on 
the issue of which-the. winner ‘of one United 


States league beats the winners of another 
United States league in. what is called the 
World Series. Probably it’s only a sign of the 
maturing process that the former youngsters 
who used to race home on a school day to 
catch an inning or two on the radio at 
lunchtime can walk quietly out of the house 
to cut out old garden growth and never have 
a twinge at their failure to twist the TV 
knob. The world would still spin without the 
Series. People could be happy without seeing 
a baseball game. i 

At the same time, the forrter—enthusfast 
who has now lost interest might profitably 
ask himself what caused him to become 
jaded. Is it just baseball or has the general 
palate become dulled?

We read now about whole sections of our 
society: that have become disenchanted, 
dissatisfied with life, who have turned off, 
dropped out, escaped to some never-never- 
land—and this ata time when’ we're 
constantly told we’ve never had it 86 gdod.

And some who didn't watch those gamies 
gave up time and may have suffered 
eyestrain. watching Canadian football or 
hockey. But even here, as the medium takes 
over and’ sport becomes a_ professional 
display-to entertain the easy chair multitude, 
some of zest goes out of watching.

While hope in the- jury 
remains, the court commands 
a vestigial respect, but how

ATLANTIC OIL 
FINDS SEEN 


LONDON (AP) — Oil or natural gas may’ be 
beneath the North Atlantic, scientists from 
Cambridge University and the National Institute of 
Oceanography has reported. 

The scientists announced they had discovered 
a new sedimentary basin 10,000 feet beneath the 
bottom of the Atlantic, 300 miles northwest of 
Ireland, 

The basin was similar to those in’the Irish Sea 
and the North Sea where natural gas has been 
found, a statement. from Britain’s’ Natural 
Environment: Research Council said. 

The exploration team set out aboard the 
research ship Discovery in August to. investigate 
the undersea Rockall Plateau, believed to be-a 
fragment of a continent that’ sank when North 
American and Greenland split off from Europe 
about 100,000,000 years ago. 

The scientists bounced sound signals off the 
ocean bed into a half-mile-long hydrophone towed 
astern. The soundings revealed the potential 
presence of-oil or gas in the semimentary strata, 
the environment council said.

The pesticides are toxic and flushing them 
down the toilet will simply spread them into the 
ocean, ‘streams or ditch—wherever the sewer ends. 
Putting them in the garbage is not as 


dangerous, because garbage is buried here. But

Among pesticide products: which have caused 
recent concern are DDT, Aldrin, Dieldrin, Endrin 
and Heptachlor.

French Class 
In Toronto 
‘Un Succes’ 


TORONTO (CP) — “Most 
encouraging.”’ 

That's the first. month’s 
progress report on Toronto’s 
first French high school, says 
its principal, Lionel Remillard. 

He say Etienne Brule’s 300 
students are enjoying the free- 
dom of the ~ ungraded system 
and the ¢hoice of options such 
as Spanish, data processing, 
consumer education, typing and 
art, and parents are helping in 
a night program which will 
eventually ‘include home eco- 
nomics, guitar playing and 
making copper jewelry. . 

Teaching takes place in 13 
portable classrooms on another 
high school’s - playground. 
Etienne Brule’s students use 
their host's cafeteria, swimming 
pool and gymnasium, but as yet 
do not participate in any intra- 
school activities except track 
and field, 


SOME PROBLEMS 


All classes are in French but| 
conversation between classes in| 


both French and English. A few 
students, including 10 who are 
either from Quebee or France, 
do not speak English, but they 
are readily helped by class- 
mates, says Mr. Remillard,

slightly after the first few days 
because , Some students found 
transportation a problem, while 
others were just “shopping” and 
decided a French school was not 
for them.

United Nations is now 
turning its attention to a 
peril to mankind posed 
biological and mica 
weapons. 

Britain and the Soviet 
Union have submitted draft 
treaties to the 126-nation 
General Assembly on the 
subject. 

Biological warfare would em- 
ploy as weapons such dread 
diseases as bubonic plague, 
anthrax, Rocky Mountain 
spotted fever and yellow fever 
in forms that could not be 
resisted by known counter- 
measures, 

Chemical warfare would in- 
clude use of tear gas and nerve 
gas with the latter considered 
the deadiiest. 

In advance of the session, 
Secretary-General U Thant re- 
leased a report prepared by 14 
international experts declaring 
that use of bacteriological and 
chemical weapons could lead to 
horrors beyond control of man- 
kind 


“Were these ever to be used 
on a large scale in war no one 
could predict how enduring their 
effect would be and how they 
would affect the structure of the 
society’ and environment in 
which we live,” the experts 
concluded 

In obvious warning that 
mankind could be subjected to 
some kind of “doomsday bug,’’ 
they: said the overriding danger 
would apply as much to the 
country which initiated use of 
biological weapons as to the one 
which was attacked.

For Animals "Perfected 


TORONTO (CP) —A ‘Vancou: 
ver-born veterinarian has: devel- 
@ped"a new treatment fdr bro- 
ken bones: which have torn 
through an animal's akin and 
caused infection, : 

Dr. Bob Williams, 42, wis left 
VWancouver in 1945 for Ontario, 
made the veterinary break- 
through at the nearby Bramalea 
Animal Hospital, using. a glass- 
fibre cast to heal a cat's bro- 
ken, infected leg in 18 days. 

He had been experimenting 
with glass fibre as. a lighter 
substitute for the conventional 
plaster cast which is too cum- 
bersome for use on an animal's 
broken bone. He fiad previously: 
used it to heal 'the legs of cats 
amd dogs which were broken but 
not infected. 

The new cast brought a dou- 
ble healing. While the bone 
mended; the resin-in the: glass 
fibre produced heat up to 180 
degrees, the temperature at 
which milk is. pasteurized, 

Dr. Williams says that when 
he removed the cast the bone 
had not only ménded stronger 
than it would have with a plas- 
ter cast, but bacteria deep down 
in the bone had been a9 mae! 
ized out of existence, 

ENDS THE AGONY ; 

Ni ,& cat in this ninth- 
life conditidn would either: (a) 
be destroyed; (b) have its leg 
amputated; (c) have it put in 
splints for a week while the 
wound healed and ‘then in a 
plaster cast for three weeks 
while the bone mended. - 

Furthermore, if any infection 
remained after the first week, a 
huge ulcer might form under 

. the cast, requiring much longer 
to heal. 

The. revolutionary cast can 
end all that agony, “‘Tt opens up 
a whole new field,” says Dr. 
Williams, who attended Vancou- 
ver’s Jobn Oliver high school 
and the University of British 
Columbia before*going onto the 
University of Guelph, Ont. 

Two days after the cast came 
off, Dr. Williams says, the histo- 
ry-making cat could walk, run, 
climb and Yeap. 

SPOTS RARE DISEASE 


Although he has not yet had a 
chance to mend a more compli- 
cated broken jawbone he says 
he is confident his method will 
work. 

This‘is not the first feather in 
the cap of the son of a former 
Canadian Kennel Club presi- 
dent, Vic Williams, now a re- 
tired civil servant living in Van- 
eouver. 

Last year Dr. Williams diag- 
nosed the rare Cushing's dis- 
ease in a dog. To save the dog's 
life he had to assume his diag- 
hosis was correct-and perform a 
delicate operation before receiv- 
ing a laboratory report: trom 
California, The report. eon- 
firmed his diagnosis.

crumbled before the invading 
Spansih conquistadors has been 
declared outstanding. | 

“He ‘succeeds . brilliantly in| 
giving us the scent and feeling 
of a civilization which is com- 
pletely at odds with our own” 
comments The Guardian. 

And The Evening Standard 
says “his animalistic attributes 
and athletic poses, flinging out 
his chest like a jeweller’s 
showcase, fuse together into a 
weirdly original creation.” 

“Plummer has, done nothing

When the sun-| 
baked majesty is tempted out} 
by the offer of a Bible, he sniffs 
it like a dog, claws it like a cat, 
licks’ it like a chimpanzee and 
whinnies his distrust like a 
prairie pony scenting an 
ambush.” 

Originally staged by Sir 
Laurence Olivier’s~ National

pedition’s godless leader Pizarro 
and the pagan Inca king wor 
shipped by his subjects as the 
son of the sun.

“We get practically nothing 
worth while from the unit's long 
stay in Peru save the sun 
grandly setting or rising over 
the mountains which could as 
well have served as a backdrop 
for” Randolph Scott as for 
Atahualpa,"’ says The Guardian.

WASHINGTON (WP) — The 
last few weeks have seen a 
widening gulf between reality 
and rhetoric’ in public debate 
over Vietnam.

One -would expect public

Just brush it on and let it 
dry, adding thin layer after 
thin layer (30 minutes drying 
time between each). until the 
chip-is-completely-covered;— 

A steam iron that is clogged 
with minerals won’t steam 
Properly but most of us are 
just too lazy—or forgetful—to 
take proper précautions every 
time we want to press a shirt. 

A steam tron that is clogged 
can be cleaned with a special 
fluid that costs 49 cents for a 
4-ounce bottle. This dissolves 
the minerals and clears all 
the little vents and passages. 

There is also a similar fluid 
that will clean accumulated 
minerals from kettles. It is 
the same price and, like the 
steam iron cleaner, comes in 
a non-breakable plastic bottle.

‘» The State of New York once 
belonged to Canada, but un- 
fortunately the people who 
lived there did not know much 
about it. In fact they had 
already been claimed by the 
Dutch and British. 

' The Marquis de Tracy was 
gent to Quebec in 1665 with 
the famous Carignan-Salieres 


. Regiment with instructions to 


get the Iroquois under control. 

Actually Governor Cour" 
celles tried to get ahead of 
Tracy by taking the troops 
into New York during the 
winter and they would have 
perished if it had not been for 
experienced Canadians who 
went with them. 

“Tracy” moved far more 
earéfully. During the summer 
of 1666 he had his troops train 
im the woods so. they would 
‘know how to cope with Indian 
warfare and be did not begin 
the invasion of Iroquois terri- 
tory until September. 
© He had built a chain of forts 
along. the Richelieu River to 
protect the route. Never- 

otheless it was a tough march 

through the autumn woods, 
with streams and rivers 
swollen by. rain, . 

Tracy was nearly drowned 
when he was being catried 
cross a river on the back of 
& man who slipped and they 
fell into fast-moving water

men eventually got to the

destroyed them. The Iroquois 
did ‘not. try to fight the well- 
trained French. troops know-

“the lilies of France and 


proclaimed the territory to ,be 
part of Canada.

There was a formal ball, 
the first ever held in Canada, 
but ‘this disturbed the Jesuits 
who believed dancing to be 
sinful and prayed that it.

Several Types 
Of Hernias Known 


By DR. WALTER ALVAREZ 
Hernia is the technical term 
for a rupture. Ruptures can 
take place in several places in 
the body, usually where some 
bit of stomach or bowel goes 
through some. part of the wall 
of the abdomen. If a normally 
small hole is ‘too big, a bit of 
bowel may slip by. \ 

In men, the’ commonest 
hernia forms when a bit of 
bowel goes through a hole in 
the abdominal wall at the 
inner end of the groin — a 
hole needed for the passage of 
one of the spermatic cords 
which carry spermatozoa up 
from the testes to a little sac 
near the outlet of the urinary 
bladder. 


Normally this hole in the 
abdominal wall is small and 
the bowel cannot get through, 
because the spermatic cord 
runs some distance through a 
channel that lies between two 
layers of muscle that overlap, 
as in the front of a double- 
breasted coat. 


In some families, two or 
three brothers, may be born 
with very poor overlapping of 
the muscles, and a big hole in 
the abdominal wall, and for 
all thelr days they may be 
threatened with a rupture. 

Perhaps one member of 
such a brotherhood will 
eventually have to be oper- 
ated on for a rupture. To help

ALONGSIDE ARTERY 


In women, the rupture in 
the groin comes out alongside 
the big artery which runs 
through the lower abdomen 
and down into the thigh: Some 
children are born with a 
ruptured navel, and many 
people have a hiatus hernia, 
or little rupture alongside the 
gullet where it runs through 
the diaphragm, or midriff, 
down to join with ‘the 


stomach, Usually this hernia 
causes so few symptoms that 
it need not be operated on. 
Quite a few people have a 
hernia through’ an operative 
wound. Commonly, I would 


say that such a hernia comes 
when a chain smoker is 
operated on; then he coughs 
so hard so constantly that he 
breaks open his operative 
wound. 


Other hernias can be re- 
paired by .bringing layers of 
muscle together and sewing 
them together. Many women 
have a sort of hernia through 
their ‘‘pelvic. floor,” after a 
hard childbirth — in which the 
muscles which make up the 
floor of the pelvis are torn 
apart. That allows the womb 
to go down, carrying with it, 
in front, the bladder, and 
behind, the rectum. 


Such a weakened pelvic 
floor had best be repaired 
before the woman suffers for 
years, perhaps with difficulty 
in holding her urine, and 
perhaps difficulty in moving 
her bowels.

One of the most brilliant and penetrating social critics 
and satirists in American journalism today, the Washington 
Post’s Nicholas Von Hoffman gives this interpretation of the 
Moratorium on the Vietnam War which is receiving support 
from millions of his young, middle-aged and elderly fellow- 
countrymen today.

T’ve been asked to make speeches at a number 
of places today. I can’t because I have to work. I 


think that everyone should refrain from working if 


he can; the two. exceptions should be medical 
personnel and newsmen, If I had spoken, this is 
what it would have said: : 


The Moratorium isn’t a protest. It’s an 
ultimatum by an enormous section of the 
population laid down to its politicians. That 
ultimatum says there is no time left. It says there’s 
no more credibility gap because there’s no more 
credibility. It’s an ultimatum that says either end 
the war forthwith or we will stop it ourselves. 


That’s not what the politicians want to make 
of this day. A man like Congressman Rogers C. B. 
Morton, the Republican national chairman, would 
have you believe, “I’m for the Moratorium as part 
of our right to assemble.” 


That’s not what the Moratorium is about. The 
right to petition a government that rejects 
petitions before they’re laid before it is a sterile 
right. It’s using the forms of political process to 
frustrate their purpose. It’s a con, a fancy, way of 
saying, “You go : d. and exercise your God- 
gZiven constitutional rights to be ineffectual while 
wé go ahead and run the war.” 

Even before the McCarthy campaign, hope in 
the right of petition dies. On its better days the 
government rejected politics with the contention 
that the Rostows and Kissingers knew more and 
knew better. They know nothing, but that’s 
another story. On its worst and more ordinary 
days, the government responded by tricks and 
falsifications ... pull out 3,000 men here, hide 
them under palm trees there, don’t bomb this but 
bomb that, invent another round of fictitious secret 
peace talks, run and ery on U Thant’s shoulder, get 
the Pope to hold your hand. 


Now comes Sen. Fred ‘Harris, the Democratic 
chairman, saying, “It’s time to take the gloves off 
on the Vietnam war issue. It’s nine months since 
the president took office.” It was time to do that in 
Chicago, August 1968, when the senator and his 
friends kept the Democrats a war party and drove 
the Clean Gene kids and a lot of other people out of 
electoral politics. Today he wants to be a peacenik 
because he has a dawning fear that the people have 
had it up to their gezuk with this. perpetual 
tragedy. 


Every aspect of government, all three 
branches, have failed but not all men_ in 
government. Former Senators Morse and Gruen- 


ing ate charter members of the opposition. 
Fulbright may have helped vote us into this war 
and into the set of policies which make. such 
conflicts as inevitable as they are recurring, but 
he’s said he was wrong, unthinking and gulled. 


We must accept that. This is no longer a small 
protest movement, and it’s bad to get into the silly, 
purist radical bag of refusing to associate with 
anybody whose anti-war credentials are dated, 
after 1964. This war has taught all of, us: many 
awful things about ourselves and our country. It’s 
not just Sen. Fulbright who had to Jearn the hard 
way.

But if the few respectable men in high office 
could make such terrible mistakes, then the 
question is who should lead? Many speakers today 
will say the politicians, chastened, humbled; made 
honest and sensitive to the death ‘of their 
constituents’ sons and the voters high taxes. Don't 
you believe, it. Don’t let them steal the movement, 
away. ; 


The strength of the peace movement is its 
leaderlessness, the way it can survive and grow on 
a. consensual process which is as easy to see as it’s 
hard to describe with exactitude. Let the 
movement .continue to- be led as it has, by its 
adherents, by small groups of people proposing an

Te COUNTRY-WIDE DEMON- 
strations and observances in the 
United States today in protest 
against continued American partici- 
pation in the Vietnam war are of an 
impressive magnitude. Never in the 
United States has an anti-war—and 
anti-government—exhibition achiev- 
ed a stature comparable with the 
mass excitement that in earlier days 
accompanied a declaration of war 
or the announcement of peace. To- 
day's mass observance involves not 
only students and the sections of 
the population which might be ex- 
pected to take part, but also many 
adult individuals and organizations, 
university faculties, businessmen and 
political figures. 

The day’s events will have im- 
portance for their specific objective: 
an early disengagement of United 
States forces from the Vietnam situ- 
ation. And it is difficult to believe 
that President Nixori can hold en- 
tirely to his declared determination 
not to let the organized public out- 
cry affect the government’s policy. 
But quite apart from the immediate 
fact of the demonstrations and their 
effect on United States Vietnam par- 
ticipation, is the still larger question 
of the role of this type of expression 
of public opinion.

But as these 
demonstrations increase in size and 
incorporate more and more of the 
responsible elements in the popula- 
tion, no government can remain 
aloof and unresponsive. The difficul- 
ty is to assess the degree to which 
the demonstrations legitimately rep- 
resent the popular will, for presum- 
ably they will usually be staged by 
only a portion of the people. 

This is the town meeting remov- 
ed from the meeting hall and the 
control of a chairman and a modi- 
cum of parliamentary rules, and 
taken to the public squares and 
streets where excitement, emotion 
and often an electronically amplified 
demagogue are likely to be the 
major determinants of.crowd action. 

The streets are not likely to be- 
come a viable alternative for ballot 
boxes and considered decisions. But 
perhaps the rally is an inevitable re- 
sult of the decline of indoor meet- 
ings, now that television has become 
a medium of direct communi- 
cation between leaders and led. 
Democracy cannot. thrive in a 
vacuum, or in individuals deprived 
of the sense of association derived 
from being one of an audience. If 
we are seeing the growth of a new 
sounding board for vox populi, then 


leaders: both elected and appointed 


should seek to guide and employ. it 
so that it will evolve in the best 
interests of democracy. It will be 
dangerous to ignore it, still: more to 
reject it:

FROM MONTREAL

Angry, Frustrated Police, a Fearful Public 


NLY a week before Montreal's night 
of violence, October 7, Premier 
Jean-Jacques Bertrand told graduates of 
the Quebec Police Institute that they 
must “make friends 
everywhere” as 
policemen. But Mon- 
treal police, much in 
need of friends, lost 
many of those they 
already had when 
they disappeared 
from the streets and 
left the cily to the 
tender mercy of the 
dark forces that lurk 
in its sewers. It was 
grim to see the police themselves turn 
lawless, assembling en masse to scream 
defiance, waving placards calling for the 
mayor to be ~ hanged, booing the 
chairman of the city’s executive com- 
mittee out of.the hall, and finally turning 
on their own leader as a traitor when he 
told them in the end that the provincial 
government had won the first round and 
they would have to go back to work. 

It was grim to see the city police turn 
against their’ own colleagues from_ the 
Quebee Provincial Police, who attempted 
to maintain some minimum of ‘order 
while city police harassed them, hijack- 
ing their cars and then jumping on news 
photographers who photographed the 
incidents, There were moments when the 
definite possibility loomed of civil war 
between the two police forces. 


Bertrand Warning 


Etched on the mind here are the 
powerful words of Premier Pertrand, 
who said that when those professionals 
assigned by government to safeguard 
law and order themselves go against the 
law, “all authority must be taken away 


from them for the common good.’’ There 


is no more unforgivable fault, he said, 
than the one now committed by the 
police before the eyes of those who scorn 
the very principles the police are 
supposed ‘to apply. 

In this era of confrontation, he said, 
“there are limits that even confrontation 


must not go beyond if we want 
democracy to continue.” 
This was not mere oratory. .When 


Premier Bertrand* made his plea to the 
National Assembly in Quebec after 
passage of the emergency legislation 
forcing police back to work, every 
member was acutely afraid that, demo- 
cracy in Quebec was under imminent 


well as high scientific _and_techno- reat. 


logical] ability, 

Given these two national pro- 
grams, it is a pity that such com- 
plementary endeavors cannot be con- 
tinued in-a co-operative spirit rather 
than one of costly rivalry. There is 
much that each country can learn 
from the other. True science, which 
is said to observe no national bound- 
aries, might in this instance help to 
overcome some. 


A New Senate Image’ 


N. CONTRAST TO THE CON- 
ventional talk of Senate reform, 
which keeps coming back like a yo- 
yo, is The Canadian Press report on 
a significant change that has oc- 
curred in recent times in the Red 
Chamber. Fighting the image of a 
retirement home for aging poli- 
ticians, the Senate is, according to 
one observer, sur ging with new 
vitality, It is doing its committee 
work, providing the sober second 
thought for which it was designed in 
law making, and it seems to be ener- 
getically enthusiastic about getting 
down to work. 

This should be highly encouraging 
to Canadians and should go a con- 
siderable distance to alter the public 
attitude which sees the Upper House 
as.a comfortable pensioners’ retreat 
for those who have labored in the 


partisan.vineyard. Government Sen- 
ate Leader Paul Martin sees a 
progressively more active and im- 
portant role for the chamber. 


So far, so good. But if the image 
is being altered, the mould appears 
to remain the same. And sighificant 


change can. occur in the Senate 
only when membership is broadened. 
Whenever. new senators are ap- 
pointed, emphasis fs laid on the 
contribution the new appointees 
have made to the country. By and 
large, good choices are made. Yet 
it is noticeable how often their 
merits happen to coincide with 
political affiliations linking them to 
the government in power. There are 
exceptions, of course, but they serve 
only to emphasize the exceptional 
in the general practice. 


The situation was so desperate that 


the government, without a peep of 
opposition from politicians of any 
political stripe, did - things normally 


unthinkable in sovereignty - conscious 
Quebec—like calling in federal troops to 
act,- if necessary, in a city under 
exclusively provincial jurisdiction. The 
troops are, in fact, on patrol in certain 
strategic locations.such as the city hall 


and the. city’s main television ~ trans- 
mitter — likely targets of the genuine 
revolutionaries whom the government 
believes surfaced, with some amount of 
organization, during the October 7 
disturbances. 

If the police “tad not obeyed the 
return-to-vork order of the brutally 
severe Bill 61, and there were fears for 
some moments at the Paul Sauve arena 
that night that they might not, Montreal 
would be either in total chaos or under 
total martial law today. As it is, the city 
police are under provincial jurisdiction 
and the government is in no rush to hand 
authority back to the city administration. 
It wants to know why the city let its 
relations with policemen (and firemen) 
slip-to where they now are, since the 
warning signs have been out for months. 


Toronto Parity 


Police frustration is total. Among 
policemen who will talk, there is no sign 
to be found that the force will ever 
accept the $8,480 salary (for first class 
constables with three years experience) 
granted by a supposedly legally binding 
arbitration board decision. They want 
$9,200, comparable with Toronto police 
salaries, and there is no telling what will 
happen if they do not get it after 
negotiators review the issue. City 
authorities are.caught on the other horn 
of the dilemma — they don’t want to 
appear to capitulate to illegal threats 
and actions. 

_But in this case, they may have no 
choice. Few citizens would deny, con- 
sidering what police here have to face, 
they they deserve at least what their 
Toronto colleagues get. Even the head of 
the Toronto Metro Police Association 
agrees heartily with that, and police here 
were quite conscious of the virtues of 
inter-city police solidarity when they 
interrupted their noisy meeting to stand 
silent in memory of a slain Toronto 
officer. 

Police here are bitter at the role they 
are increasingly forced into, of acting as 


balance of power between the forces of 
violence and the demand for order, 
between supporters of the status quo and 
militant reformers — a situation not 
uncommon in many cities of the United 
States, where the police have themselves 
tended to become a militant power in the 
absence of a clear understanding of their 
social role under new conditions. The 
city police have suffered nearly 300 
injuries in five major disorders with 
revolutionary overtones since the Saint- 
Jean Baptiste Day riots of 1968. As the 
head of the Montreal Policemen’s 
Brotherhood said: 

“A feeling of apprehension has, invaded 
Montreal — conditions are such that our 
men rightly become nervous when they 
are called out to riots.” 

Some order must be established in the 
Montreal situation, and it must include a 
decent restoration of police self-esteem 
as well as public confidence that 
authority will declare all-out war on the 
anarchist revolutionaries. They, in the 
words of one political leader, ‘‘are 
waiting for the day when they them- 
selves, after having wrecked everything, 
will have the glorious opportunity of 
inflicting. upon each of us a new kind of 
police of their choice” in what he called 
their ‘‘totalitarian democracy.” 


Levesque Blast 


These were the words of separatist 
Parti Quebecois leader Rene Levesque, 
and they point up the danger of equating 
revolution with political separatism. Mr. 
Levesque since the Montreal distur- 
bances has been loudly blasting leftist 
infiltrators in his own party, and union 
leaders who promote social conflict. 
Toleration of the conditions in Montreal, 
he said, would mean anarchy and the 
dislocation of all social organization. 

. It is hard to say what is most feared 
here: a leftist totalitarianism, or ‘a 
rightist totalitarianism rising in reaction. 
The action of the Montreal mobs 
represents the former, the action of the 
police the latter.

Strike Nixon

atmosphere here has turned 
distinctly sour as the Nixon admin- 
istration moves into its first autumn. 
The president finds himself in deepening 
conflict with the 
thrust of radicalism 
as it manifests itself 
in the less-than- 
revolutionary Wash- 
ington forum. The 
administration’s con- 
gressional backers 
have turned aside 
challenges to its mili- 
tary procurement 
plans, but the fight 
seems to have sharp- 
ened rather than dulled the challengers’ 
appetite for ‘‘anti-militarist’ confronta- 
tion, They are once again bringing their 
zeal to bear behind demands for action 
to egd the Vietnam war. 
In the background, a series of smaller-

Influential Senate Republicans as well as 
Democrats have lined up against Presi- 


dentNixon’s court nominee, Clement, 


Haynsworth, following criticism of his 
financial dealings and his — less-than- 
liberal attitude to integration and labor 
unions. There is criticism of the 
administration's civil rights posture in 


general, following the easing of pressure . 


for school integration. 

The .air has been further tainted by 
the Green Beret affair—the arrest, and 
subsequent release, of special forces 
officers on charges of murdering a Viet- 
namese agent alleged to have been 
working for the Communists, 

The release — in which the president 
was involved — coincided with seamy 
revelations about racketeering in U.S. 
military bases overseas. The congress- 
ional probe into what has become known 
as the “khaki Cosa Nostra” case has 
brought into question the role of top- 
ranking army officers. 


Fulbright Support 


But the redoubled outcry against the 
Vietnam war overrides all else. The arch- 
exponent of withdrawal, Senator Villiam 
Fulbright, is once again in full spate — 
under his chairmanship the influential 
Senate committee on foreign relations 
will hold hearings on the administration’s 
Vietnam policy at the end of October. A 


number of influential figures announced . 


support of the nation-wide anti-war 
demonstration today. The president's 
disdain for the protest, expressed at a 
recent press conference, seems only to 
have increased support for it. 

There will thus be anything. but a 
moratorium on discussions on Vietnam, 
despite the president’s request that such 
a moratorium be observed for a 60-day 
period. The most strident advocates of 
withdrawal — Sens. Fulbright, Eugene 
McCarthy and George McGovern — have 
served notice they ure no longer willing 
to rely on his assurance that he is 
resolutely executing a plan for with- 
drawing, and bringing the war to an. end. 

The new upsurge of anti-war activity 
reflects the cautiousness of Mr. Nixon's 
policy of Vietnamizing the war, and of 
his preliminary troop withdrawals. The 
policy does not square with rapid and 
total disengagement, to the dismay of 
those who favor such a course. The aim 
is to prod Mr. Nixon into further 
movement and, beyond that, to prevent 
him from shifting into a new posture 
involving continued commitment at a 
lower level. 

A protracted struggle now seems 
likely, and its terms are becoming 
clearer. The most aggressive antiwar 
leaders are bending all efforts to bring 
the Paris negotiations to a head, paving 
the way for an agreement under which 
the U.S. will be able to terminate tts 
commitment once and for all. There fs 
open pressure for a ueeze on. the 
Thieu-Ky regime of South Vietnam—the 
belief being that it constitutes the major 
obstacle to a settlement. It is ‘thought 
that_rapid withdrawals of large numbers 
of American troops might force South 
Vietnamese leaders into line; otherwise 


there would have to be a direct Ameri- . 


can move to oust the regime. 


Rearguard Action 


The administration has apparently not 
given up hope of an effective rearguard 


action which would preserve the condi= 


tions for a more advantageous: settle- 
ment. The process of transferring ground 
combat responsibilities to the South 
Vietnamese forces might’ be carried 
through to the point where American 
forces remained in a support oapacity 
only — a group of perhaps 200,000. If 
successful, this might mean a sharp 
reduction of American casualties, while 
maintaining South Vietnamese fighting 
capacity, and thus bargaining power. 

The administration has refrained 
frofn plotting a precise course, but the 
trend of thought can be inferred from 
recent. statements by President Thieu 
and Vice-president Ky. In an interview 
with U.S. News and World Report, Air- 
Marshal Ky said South Vietnamese 
forces should be in_a position to replace 
all U.S, ground combat forces by the end 
of 1970. 

From the tone of their statements, it 
is obvious that Mr. Thieuw and Air- 
Marshal Ky are alarmed at the renewed 
anti~var drive...The critics are embold- 
ened by opinion surveys, which show 
close to 70 per cent of the-American 
public now feel the U.S. made a mistake 
in entering the war, The central question 
now is; To what extent will the public 
back Mr, Nixon in resisting the drive for 
rapid disengagement? The polls show he 
has his work cut out for him. According 
to one poll, only 35 per cent of those 
sampled approved his handling of the 
war in September. The Gallup ‘poll figure 
was 45 per cent, increasing to 52 per. 
cent after the announcement of the 
September trdop withdrawals.

A summary attached to the 
health board meeting agenda 
said the only answer to “many 
Sewage nuisances” such as 
leakage into ditches and creeks 
ds the construction of a sewer- 
age - system. Any action to 
correct éxisting nuisances would 
cost more thaw a sewerage 
system. 


The summary also stated that 
if the referendum does not go 
through “it will be necessary 


for us to take! court action 
under the sewage disposal regu- 
Ya tions, requiring individual 


householders or operators of 
motels and trailer courts to 
install a satisfactory sewage 
disposal system, containing the 
effluent on the property. 

“As indicated above, the cost 
would be far greater than the 
installation of a sewerage sys- 
tem. If action is taken, a court 
case may result in a $100 fine 
and $10 per day thereafter for 
as long as the condition exists.” 

Figures given to the meeting 
and from an engineering com- 
pany put the cost of sewering 
View Royal at’ approximately 
$120 per property per year. A 
referendum -is expected in 
December.
